This disposition of 
the case made by President Roosevelt 
in a lette@ addresed to Secretary Taft 
made pubyc tonight, approving mur. 
Taft's rep@rt on his findings and con- 
¢lusions in he case. 

The pres nt scathingly arraigns Min- 
ister Bowen declaring that his conduct 
“ig especial reprehensible;’’ that Mr. 
Bowen .« one of his witnesses to 
enter the @ihploy of a certain company

_jaeeinents which’ he hoped 
might fncfimlf ate Mr. Loomis, and tnat 
Mr. Bowen ‘has evidently, for many 
months, indeed for the last two years, 
devoted his time.to hunting up scan- 
dal and gossip until it became a mo- 
monania and caused him to show com- 
plete disloyalty to the country he rep- 
resented...’ 
Bowen's Dismissal Ordered. 

The president says he had hoped to 
promote Mr. Bowen, as during much of 
his service he had done good work, but 
that his usefulness in the department 
is now at an end. 

The president says he would airect that 
Mr. Bowen's resignation be requesteu, 
but for the § fact that he would 
consider a resignation an admission of 
misconduct, and his dismissal or- 
dered. 

The president states that 
Mr. Bowen, while minister, secured the 
publication of attacks on Mr. Loomis 
and furnished to the press documents 
pending before the state departments for 
approval and that his explanation is 
inexcusable and shows his ‘“‘entire unfit- 
mess’’ for the service. Even if Mr. 
Loomis had been guilty, says the presi- 
dent, Mr. Bowen's conduct would be 
uppardonable. The latter quotes cer- 
tain correspondence and testimony. Tne 
report of Secretary Taft on the case on 
whnch the president's action is based, 
is a voluminious document, reviewinig 
the evidence taken. ; 

Secretary Taft Exonerates Loomis. 

ln. his report Secretary Taft says that 
there was nothing in the transactions in 
which Mr. Loomis had figured, but he 

Was not discreet. The report says tual 
Mr. Loomis was not justified in becom- 
ing personally interested in any of tne

terest or a substantial interest. He holds, 
however, that Mr. Loomis has been “‘most 
cruelly slandered,”’ commends him for the 
self restraint with which he met the 
charges and points out that Mr, Loo- 
inis* bitter experience in this case 
Makes it innecessary tu point out the 
moral thaii a minister cannot afford, 
in the cpfatry io which he is located, 
to makg perdonal investments. 

Presigent Roosevelt in: hig letter to 
Secregary Taft quotes at length from the 
testimony to show that Bowen was _ re- 
sponsible for the charges against Loomis: 
that he instigated and secured the publi- 
cation of the attacks on Loomis by fur- 
nishing to the press copies of documenis 
believed to reflect on the assistan;y secre- 
tary. The president. says: 

“Of course, such conduct is inexcusable. 
and shows Mr. Bowen's entire unfitness 
to remain in the diplomatic service, with- 
out regard to whether the charges ne 
has made against Mr. Loomis are true or 
false, Even if Mr. Loomis had been 
xullty. Mr. Bowen's conduct. would be un- 
pardonable. Inasmuch as Secretary Taft s 
careful investigation of the charges shows 
them to be false, his attitude appears in 
an even worse light. The department of 
state had explicitly forbidden just such 
conduct, In a general circular issued over 
three years ago. 

This eitcular which the president quotes 
prohibitg diplomatic and cénsular officers 
from preferring charges against or criti- 
ciging any other officer in either service 
except confidentially to the departmen;: of 
state. . 

Bowen Tried To Tamper with Oper- 
ator. 
The president's letter continues:

Caracas is seething with scandal, and 
that all kinds of dccusations are rife, not 
merely against Mr. Loomis and Mr. 
Bowen, but against praétically every other 
diplomatic representative now residing or 
who has recently resided there. There is 
no excuse whatever for repeating the 
injurious and malicious. gossip circulated 
about the various men. Mr. Bowen him- 
self, however, has not only furnished and 
brought forward a great deal of such 
gossip about Mr. Loomis, but has evi- 
dently been one of the main sources from 
which it originated. He tried to tamper 
with the cable operator, through. our 
consul at La Guaira, Mr. Goldschmidt, in 
order to secure what he hoped would be 
incriminating telegrams against Mr. 
Loomis. Mr, Goldschmidt’s reply was, ‘It 
would be dishonorable to do what you ask 
of me.’ Mr. Goldschmidt says, ‘Mr. 
Bowen.seemed to bear an extraordinary 
animus against his predecossor.’ Mr. 
Bowen asked one of the men-he himself 
produced as a witness, Senor Pastor, to} 
enter into the employ of a certa.i com- 
pany for the purpose of obtaining (in 
plain words, of stealing) documents which 
he hoped might f{ncriminate Mr. -Loomis. 
He has evidently for many months, in-! 
deed for the jast two years. devoted him- 
self to hunting every plece of scandal or 
gossip of which he heard affecting Mr. 

omis, until {t has seemingly become a 
monomania with him and has caused him 
to show complete disloyalty to the service 
to which he belongs,. and therefore to 
the country which he has represented. 


Bowen Injured United States. 


“Mr. Bowen *s conduct is especially rep- 
rehensible because of the damage it has 
undoubtedly done to the interest of this 
country. We hold a peculiar position 
toward our sister republics lying south of 
us. In all our dealings with these re- 
publics we should endeavor , not mere- 
ly to act courteously, justly and gener- 
ously, but to make it evident that we 
are honest. Any corrupt dealing or mis- 
misconduct by ‘our representatigs to these 
countries calls for the sternest- dicipline, 
and save only corrupt dealing, the worst 
and wost flagrant conduct of which one 
of these representatives can be guilty 
is to give currency to or secure the pub- 
lication of scandalous attacks upon the 
service of which he is a member, or 
upon one of his superiors, a responsi- 
ble head of that service; for such attacks 
are certain to be circulated to the dis- 
a of our government and our peo- 
ple 

The letter of Secretary Taft to the 
president reporting on his inquiry into 
the case, says that the evidence shows 
that the only tranctions which Mr. Loo- 
mis ever had with the New .oak rn4 
Bermudex iAsphay% Compan} ‘was 3) 
mere transfer of funds from Caracas tv 
New York, in which Mr. Loomis receivéa 
that which he gave. Mr. Taft says 
Mr. Loomis was indiscreet in becoming 
personally interested in the Meriodo 
claim. 


Loomis on Dangerous Grounds. 


In another transaction in which Presi- 
dent Castro regarding Mr. Loomis as 
acting in behalf of an American syndi- 
cate, Mr. Taft says that Mr. Loomis 
was “certainly treading on dangerous 
ground in bringing his official life so close 
to a transtcation in which he must 
have expected” to have a great personal 
interest.’ 

After exonerating Mr. Loomis of other 
charges, Secretary Taft says: 

“These transactions of Mr, Loomis 
show, what seems tome is apparent, that 
he was not discreet in withh®lding per- 
sonal partipication in enterprises in fur- 
thering which he might find his position 
as minister useful. Caracas is full of 
concession holders, and concession hunt- 
ers. The gossip of the town is full of 
charges of corruption against every diplo- 
matic representative. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it seems to me that it was 
the business of the minister of the Uni- 
ted States to keep his skirts especially 
clear of personal” participation in any 
business which might bring him into 
contact with the government. 

“No one can read this evidence without 
being convinced that Mr. Loomis has 
been most cruelly slandered in the 
chafges against his integrity and sin- 
cerity as a public ofcial, and as a man, 
but in the very great satisfaction that 
We find in his complete exculpation from 
all charges of dishonesty. we cannot 
be blind to the fact his failure to. hold 
utterly aloof from any personal partici- 
pation in plans for investigations and 
pexploitation of the country to which he 
Was accredited and for allowing himself 
to take personal interest in transactions 
in which he or his legation might have 
act as in a trust capaacity, has possi- 
bly lent color to the aspersions upon his 
character which his enemies have been 
only too willing to make and support.”

Philadelphia, June 20.—One of the most 
sensational cases of forgery that has 
ever been brought to light In financial 
circles of this city was disclosed today, 
when it was announced that certificates 
calling for smal] numbers of shares of 
stock had .been fraudulently raised to 
hundreds of shares, causing a jess to 
certain bank and trust companies of this 
city of form $780,000 to $1,000,600. The 
forgery involvées.the name of Benjamin 
H. Gaskill, who died four weeks ago. 

Gaskill was the sole member of the 
banking and brokerage “concern known 
as ‘Benjamin H. Gaskill & Co. He had 
Offices in the ‘financial district ‘and his 
credit was considered gilt-edged: 

Thought To Have Died Rich. 

At the time of Gaskill’s death he was 
believed to be worth about a half million 
dollars. He left no will and administra- 
tcrs began to close, np his business. A 
patron of the firm, whose name is not 
given, bought from the estate 100 shares 
of Philadelphia Traction Company stock 
and !00 shares of stock of the United | 
States Steel Corporation. He turned his 
account Over to E. C. Miller & Co., which 
firm sent the 100 shares of traction stocx 
to the Philadelphia Traction Company to 
have the transfer recorded. The certifi-

A further investigation brought to light 
a surprising state of «ffairs. It was found 
that Gaskill had credited himself on his 
own books with 6,000 shares of Philadel-:

pany’s books showed he had ‘shares: 
It was also. discovered that i raised 
stock certificates of the United, Railways} 

of New Jersey from two to 200, and

stock is worth $450 a share, 
Gaskill kept two accounts~one ‘record- 
ing the transactions of his customers, 
which was correct, and another giving his;

Temperatures Have Been Light, but 
Local Showers Have Helped 
Greatly. 

According to the weekly climate and 
crop: bulletin issued by Section Director 
J. B. Marbury, for the week ending June 
19, crops throughout the state have prog- 
reseed well. Temperatures have been 

high, but local showers were helpful, 

The general review of the situation fol- 
lowa: : 

“High temperatures prevailed during 
the week, and local showers occurred in 
most sections. Farm work was prose- 
cuted vigorously, the close of the week 
finding crops generally free from grass, 
well worked and growing nicely. Cotton 
is doing well, tut ‘Ls small in fields where 
its growth was retarded: by grass; In 
some localities the stands are irregular 
as a result of removing .the grass; the 
rlants are generally healthy, complaints 
of injury by lice having decreased; 
blooms are abundant in southern half of 
the state, and forms are developing rapid- 
ly in the northern half. Corn is gen- 
erally godd; bud worms continue to cause 
injury in some districts; laying by of 
the crop is making satisfactory progress; 
early varieties are tasseling and silkKing 
and are needing rain in scattered local-, 
ities. Wheat threshing !s in progress. 
the yield being generally poor. The ship- 
ping of peaches is under headway, ths 
quality continues good and the prices 
high; there is considerable complaint of 
rotting.’ Cantaloupes are being shipped 
from the southern section. Mélons prom- 
ise a good yield. Cane is doing well; 
gardens, pastures and other minor crops 
continue excellent in sections where rain-~- 
fall has been sufficient; in others the 
Outlook is less encouraging."

weight of the indorsement of the soolety 
to the movement to erect a $75,000 Young 
Men's Christian Association and gymna- 
sium building on the campus, 

The $40,000 of the alumni fund‘ goes 
first as a loan to the trustees for two 
years to help purchase the required land 
for the campus extension, and at the 
expiration of that time comes back to the 
society to be used for the new Young 
Men’s Christian Association and gymna- 
sium building that is to be erected with 
that money and $36,000 that is to be 
raised by the alumni of the institution 
and the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion people of the state. 

The report of the committee on. en- 
dowment, made by the chairman, Hon. 
Thomas N. Denmark, of Savannah, was 
adopted with enthusiasm, It was as fol- 
lows: 

Endowment Committee’s Report. 

“Whereas, we have learned with much 
satisfaction of two great movements that 
have been inaugurated for the welfare of 
our alma mater, namely: First, the pro- 
posed extension of the university campus 
in a goutherly direction to embrace in 
one continuous tract an area of appfrox- 
imately 500 acres, thereby providing for 
the development on a large and compre- 
hensive scale of the college of agricul- 
ture; and second, the proposed erection 
of a Young Men’s Christian Association 
building on the campus, providing ample 
gymnasium and assembly hall facilities 
for the entire student body; and, 

“Whereas, we heartily approve and 
desire to lend Our assistance to both of

“Resolved, first. That for the purpose 
of purchasing the land fog the campus ex- 
tension, we will lend to the three alumni, 
members of thig society, who may be 
constituted trustees for the purchase of 
said land, the present alumni fund of 
$40,000, for the period of two years, from 
July |, 1906, at 4 per cent interest per 
annum, the land to be security for the 
loan, provided the said land shall not 
cost less than $60.000 

“Resolved, second. That for the final 
disposition of the alumni fund, we agree 
that it shall be dévoted to the erection 
of an alumni Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation building, with large gymnasium 
and bath facilities, provided the friends 
and supporters of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tiall Association and of the University of 
Georgia and elsewhere contribute for the 
erection of said building not -less than 
$35,000 additional by June !, 1906, thus 
making a total sum .of .$75,000 for said

“Resolved, third. That we rejoice to 
learn that the University Auxiliary hae

ers of the old world, and the situa- 
tion has been acute for the last four 
weeks. It is generally conceded that 
had not Theophile Delcasse, the 
French prime minister, signalized the 
abandonment. of the stubborn French 
programme by his. own resignation, 
there would have been war between 
that nation and Germany, with Eng- 
land and Russia and probably one or 
two of the smaller powers drawn in. 
Advices from Paris indicate the 
probable passing of the crisis, al- 
though no man may say with cer- 
tainty that such is the case. 

Specifically, the trouble between 
the two nations grows out. of France’s 
attempt to establish a permanent 
sphere of influence in Morocco, sup- 
ported by Great Britain: On April 4, 
1904, these two powers signed a 
treaty which, in substance, gave 
France a virtually free hand in Mo- 
rocco afd England the same latitude 
in Egypt. Though couched in deli- 
cate language this treaty was prac- 
tically an offensive and defensive al- 
liance between France and Great 
Britain; and the German emperor 
viewed it in the light of a precedent 
which would ultimately afford a 
pretext for the absolute dominance 
of Africa, politically and commer- 
cially, between the signatory powers. 
He took vigorous exceptions to 
France’s preferential treatment in 
Moroeco on the ground that it in- 
fringed the Madrid convention of 
1880, providing.equal rights in the 
Moor’s country for the United. States, 
Austria, Germany, France, Italy, 
Great Britain, Spain and other na- 
tions. 

Frequent representations to France 
were met with vague reassurances 
from Delcasse. All the time there 
loomed behind the premier’s deft eva- 
sions the gigantic shadow of England, 
jealous of the growing German navy 
and expanding German commerce, 
conceivably awaiting a plausible op- 
portunity to cripple both before they 
could reach unmanageable propor- 
tions. The khiser, who, with all his 
eccentricities, comes very near being 
the premier 
sensed the ugly possibilities of the 
situation and began, craftily, to work 
toward a solution which would pre- 
servé German prestige. He could not 
deal directly with England, since that 
country had at least. superficially 
given him: noticé of’ its thtentions. 
France, insisting that she had acted 
with similar candor’ and* that the 


treaty of Madrid had not been vio-/ 


lated, presented an elusive front to 
every German advance. 

So the emperor hatched a very in- 
genious plot. Departing with great 


assumption of Innocence on a 
tour of the Mediteranean, he 


paid a casual pop-call to Moroc- 
co. What passed secretly be 
tween the subtle German war lord and 
the sultan’s ministers is not known 
definitely. It is believed that the 
kaiser offered the sultan every protec- 
tion against the aggressions of 
France, coupling the proposition with 
such an attractive picture of the 
beauties of an alliance between Ger- 
many and Morocco as to dazzle the 
Oriental mind of the ease-loving 
Mulai. What William did in public 
gave no room for doubt. He boldly 
declared that he favored the most 
comlpete “open door” policy for Mo- 
rocco and intimated that he intended 
to see it enforced. 

This brought matters to an immedi- 
ate crisis; and, pressing the advan- 
tage, the kaiser presented an ulti- 
matum to France in the form of a 
“suggestion” that an _ international) 
convention be assembled to determine | 
the political and commercial “status” 
of the country under dispute.

Editor Constitution: In his preclude 
last night to the regular sermon on “Sam- 
uel, the Judge Who Knew No Sides,” Dr. 
Broughton, at the Baptist Tabernacle, 
spoke ~f the criminal conditions in Geor- 
eta.

If Dr. Broughton is correct im this de- 
nunciation of the law-maker and the law- 
enforced, he is to be commended for be- 
ing outspoken in comdemnation of evil. 
My observation, however, does not ac- 
cord with his. It has not been very long 


lamta; a white man killed another and 
contended that it was. because of an 
insult to his wife. Within six months 
he was thanged by sentence of coum, his 
case having gone through the highest 
court. Later, Jim Baker, who kilied 
his wife, was indicted, tried, convicied 
and sentenced to death all in a week 
from the time the crime was committed. 
I know of no instance where the law 
was more expeditiously administered. 
There are other cases, no doubt, in which 
there was delay, just the same as in 
other states. Had Dr. Broughton qual- 
ified his assertions by saying that jin 
some localities the law was not enforced, 
he would have been within the bounds of 
accuracy. But in ascribing a reason for 
the non-enforcement. of the law in such 
localities, he could not have correctly 
changed that such was because of bad 
laws or weak courts, but would have 
gone to thé root of the evil and dis- 
covered that public sentiment in such 
community wae diseased, either by cor- 
ruption or by cowardice, and that the 
jury either failed to indict or failed to 
convict. Trite and commonplace as the 
statement may be that a court cannot 
punish without conviction by a jury, Dr. 
Broughton loses sight of that truth. 
True it is that jurors are a part of the 
court: but they come direct from the 
people and are controlled by public senti- 
ment. This is unfortunate, but more or 
less true. SO the natural source of the 
evil is pubic sentiment and to cure the 
disease the cause must be removed—pub- 
lic sentiment should be aroused to love 
justice; it should be purified. How? 
No factor is so potent as the pulpit. Let 
the preachers mold public sentiment, ana 
jurors will then be neither corrupt nor 
cowardly, and the law will be en- 
forced, 

I.dare assert there is not a state in 
the union in which'there is not some 
locality where the law is lax because of 
the lax morals of the people in that 
community. Strengthen the morals and 
the evil is removed. To do this is the 
mission of preachers. No one supposes 
that respect for law is enhanced by de- 
nouncing the law-maker and the law- 
enforcer. In fact, such methods adopted 
by the pulpit suggest that they would 
“the affairs of this world,’”’ 4 
prerogative that Christ Himself dis- 
claimed. 

What is most needed now is respect 
for law and the courts, and this is not 
enhanced by a denunciation of both, un- 
less it is deserved. The etatutes of no 
state are more adequate for the enforce- 
ment of law than those of Georgia, and 
the bench of no state more zealous to see 
that they are enforced. 

The charge made by Dr. Broughton 
(riot quoted above) to the effect that ne- 
groes only are punished has been made 
before. but by foreigners ignorant of the 
truth and misied by partisan and sec- 
tional prejudice. Tom Watson, a man 
who never mincee words and always 
quick to see and expose corruption, and 
who is not in love with the ‘“adminis- 
tration’’ in Georgia, in a recent article in 
his magazine, answers fully this charge 
made by some promigent fool who never 
lived im the south, and shows conclu- 
sively that the negro is fully protected, 
often acquitted in the face of white wil- 
nesses and by white jurors. 

In Fulton county I am sure the law is 
good and is -enforced in spite of Dr. 
Broughton’s diatribes, which can but 
arouse contempt for authority and there* 
lawtessness. Tnat there 
are other localities where it is not en- 
forged we must confess: not even these 
conditions would not be improved by 
bringing the law and the courts inio 
contempt. 

To wait for change of public seritiment 
is too slow, I agree. In the meantinie, 
the legislature mizht provide for change 
of venue of cases where public sentiment 
was lawless. This ought to be done, 
But it does not help the cause by de- 
nouncing existing law and the courts. 
The law is good, the courts are just, im- 
partial and fearless. It is because of 
no respect for law and of contempt for 
coufts that crime fs not punished, and 


but unwisely contributes by his words 

to increase that disrespect and contempt.

Federal Building Too Small

Attention Is Called to Gréwth of the 
City and, Declaration Is Made 
That All the Offices Are 
Badly Overcrowded at 
Present. 


~ 


Another protest against the crowded 
condition and the otherwise inadequate 
accommodations of the federal building 
of Atlanta has been raised and this 
time it is from a source whose word 
carries weight—the federal grand jury. 
Yesterday morning, a special present- 
ment was made to Hon. William T. 
Newman, judge of the United States 
court, northern district of Georgia, by 
the retiring grand jury for che spring 
term, 1905, se important did the jury 
think the matter and so urgent the need 
of a new siructure in which to trans- 
act the rapidly growing business of the 
government. 

The presentment goes into the fullest 
history of the pres®nt structure. Built 
in 1880 for the purpose of accommodat- 
ing 27,000 people, says the report in sub- 
s’'ance, kt stands to reason that it is in- 
adequate for a city which has grown 
t> four times that size, and whose fed- 
eral basiness is in disproportion to its 
size, 

The presentment points out that an- 
rexes upon annexes have been added 
to the present building to relieve the 
congestion, and that, in ‘addition, the 
gcvernment is paying out over $5,000 
per annum for rents for federal depart- 
ments which were crowded out, and that 
still the building is crowded. 

Going into the details of the dispro- 
pertion between the population and the 
federal .business transacted in Atlanta, 
the preaentment quotes statistics show- 
ing that though the city is in popula- 
tion the 43rd largest in the country, in 
postal receipts it stands 27, and in post- 
age for newspapers and other periodi- 
cals, it is 17.

“At present, on account of the crowd-

Not only that, but does it 
look reasonable that where such a state 
of affairs exist, prisoners would be free 
from. self-liberation? I not only think 
think not, but know most certainly they 
who are confined in those jail are very 
good prisoners or they would break 
away and flee. 

“Now it is not gpssible from my view- 
point, to get an issue of bonds or an 
appropriation with which to build court 
houses and adequate jails at these isolated 
towns, from the fact that the péople 
very rightly refuse to vote the money to 
extend and perpetuate the time when 
accessibility to county capital is to be 
made a convenience, @ duty which the 
estate owes its ctiizens. There are no 
large cities in this section, all the towns 
which are many, are small, but those 
that are now forging to the front are 
doing #0 through their accessibility and 
the push and enterprige o ftheir ciu- 
zens will ever keep them in the forefront 
rank, which will retard still more the 
progress these outside places might at- 
tempt to make. The fact is, they will 
always remain out-of-the-way places, 
have no opportunity in truth to grow 
and develope and the sooner this divi- 
sion, which is petitioned, is made, cue 
better it will be for all concerned,”’ 

‘In your experience, Judge Sheffield,”’ 
I asked, ‘Hs it not the fact that mob 
violence asserts itself more in isolated 
commuuities of the kind described here 
than at places of railroad advantages 
and strong, well protected prisons?’ 

“Of course, of course,” replied he. 
“That ig just the point. Who would 
think o¢ taking a prisoner charged with 
any setious offense to Newton or Mor- 
gan for safe-keeping? In the first place, 
it would be a miracie if the authorities 
ever reached the jail with him, though 
the dense wilderness if his life Was 
sought by a mob; and secondly, if suc- 
cessfully landed in jail, the criminal 
could be almost as easily removed and 
mobbed as a pig is taken from a pen 
and slaughtered. I say this from an ob- 
servation and experience of thirty yéars 
in this section where the difficulties of 
enforcing law and order I know to be 
many, from my service on the bench. 

“On the other hand, if Arlington is 
made the county site of Griggs county, 
the court house would be accessible from 
four different directions, over two inde- 
pendent Hines of railway supplying eight 
trains daily; which furnish rapid and 
convenient traneit from at large, thus in- 
suring the practical success of qa force 
at arms in case of violent disorders and 
internal dissentions. The best way to 
put down mob law jis to remove the ne- 
cessity for it, I Know; but for years 
and years yet to come this cannot be 
done—then the next best thing should be 
accomplished.

mile of railroad. This. county, Heard 
and a few others of the northeastern sec- 
tion of the sate, have not yet been punc- 
tured by steel rails, nor clogged up by 
the smoke and dust of the locomotive. 

The occupation of the people is prin- 
cipally turpentining and lumbering, in 
which the labor is performed almost 
entirely by negroes, a majority of whom 
are criminals of the lowest type, who 
are more apt than not to commit crimes 
ef the most henious sort. Knowing this, 
the white citizens are natunally afraid to 
leave their wives and children and go 
off to court for any length of time.’ For 
this reason the best men of the coun- 
ties, outside of the cities, are seldom 
found serving on the juries, having 
been excused on one pretext or another, 
when their sole reason for refusing to 
perform a solemn duty was due to the 
fear entertained for their families left 
unprotected at home. 

Judge Sheffield told me it had always 
been his rule when asked by subpendaed 
witnesses and jurors in these isolated 
points to be excused to grant the re- 
quest, as he could not think of a more 
just ground than that of home protection 
for failure to attend to public duty. ‘No 
man,’ added the judge, ‘owes the public 
service when that service is necessary 
at home, for its protection and preserva- 
tion. This is as true as the law of self- 
preservation is true.’ 

Not only are there good, strong and 
wholesome grounds for the best people 
of the rural communities to refuse to 
serve the courts of Oalhoun and Baker 
counties, but the business men of the 
towns shirk the task as successfully. W. 
N. Love, a member of the J. 8. Cowart 
Mercantile Company, one of the largest 
business houses between Arlington and 
Bainbridge, told me he had been’ drawn 
eight times for jury service and had 
served but once, and then only hecause 
he was ashamed to ask to be excused 
after having been shown so many favors 
by the court. “‘But,’’ he added, “I will say 
right now if I can help myself I’m 
through with the courts of Morgan, not 
on account of the courts themselves, but 
the hotel accommodations afforded 
there. You see, it’s a little bit of a place. 
10 miles off the railroad and no one 
ever having occasion to reach it except 
during court week a hotel would not 
pay, and this being the case has kept 
me as well, as many others I could 
mention, from taking the interest in the 
affairs of the county that we should.’ 

‘‘Besides conveniencing a large number of 
the people of Baker and Calhoun counties 
the forming of Griggs county would be 
of decided adantage also to the citizens 
of the western portion of Early county, 
who sell their cotton and transact their 
business at Arlington, where cheap 
transportation, large assortments of 
stocks of goods and competition in cotton 
buying have made them the friends of 
the town. It would bring some of these 
people 20 miles nearer their courts, 
which would not only save them many 
dollars each year, but would make their 
property more desirable and easily dis- 
posed of if placed on the market. At 
present they are forced to drive from 15 
to 20 miles to reach Blakely or take 
circuitous routes by way of Arlington. 
lie over there all night and next day 
take the train for Blakely, 35 miles 
away. 

Extent of the New County. 

Griggs county (if formed) will contain 
274 square miles, the present area of 
Calhoun county, and about 8,000 people. 
It will take 56 square miles from Cal- 
houn, leaving that county 220; 148 from 
Barly, which would still have 356 square 
miles, or an area larger than 80 of the 
137 counties of the state, and 70 square 
miles from Baker, leaving that county 
larger than any county north of Macon, 
with but few exceptions, The property 
taxable values within the new county 
would exceed $1,500,000, which is greater 
than the returned property of the ma- 
jority of the north Georgia counties of 
today. and equa] to the property of some 
of the best counties of the state. 

Arlington, which it igs proposed to make 
the county site, lies near the center of 
the territory, and is the junction of two 
independent lines of railway, one having 
its eastern terminus on the Atlantic and 
its western on the gulf at Pensacola; 
while the other extending from Cuthbert 
to the deep. water port of Carrabelle on 
the gulf has other and independent con- 
nections, both at Tallahassee and Bain- 
bridge. Under this railroad stimulus the 
town is rapidly develop'gag and increasing 
in population and property values, and 
the relation which it bears commercially 
te the surrounding country makes it most 
desirable for a-county site. Unless it 
is made one out of the eight new coun- 
ties to be formed, the present inconve- 
niences will become still more -intensi- 
Sed, and a biow at progress will have 
been inflicted.
